LANDSCAPE PLANTING 


The sizes including the 3 yr. transplanted 12-15’" 
up we recommend for Landscape Planting. These 
plants are all well shaped, have splendid foliage, and 
are well budded. 


FORCING 


The sizes including the 8 yr. transplanted 12-15” 
up are all suitable for Forcing. In our selection of 
plants, when they are used for this purpose, we pick 
only the plants that are well shaped and evenly and 
heavily budded. 


LINING OUT 


The 2 yr. transplanted 10-12” grafts have been 
growing for two years in the field in beds. This is 
very good planting material for growing on, or could 
be used for immediate plantings. For those who 
have the facilities for growing this material on, I 
believe it is the most satisfactory size to buy as the 
price of these is quite reasonable and the plants 
from this size on increase in size and value quite 
rapidly.
